The enclosed clipping from the Rome Daily American 
indicates that Lane is continuing his antics - with less and 
less restraint. 

The clipping was sent to me by Virginius Dabney, 
Editor of the Richmond Times Dispatch, who is now traveling 
in Italy. In his letter, Mr. Dabneyjstated that another story 
in the Rome press referred to Lane having come to Rome from a 
meeting of lawyers in Budapest. Mr. Dabney further wrote that: 

"This is the sort of tripe the Europeans are 

getting right along. ..." 

I am aware, of course, that you and the Commission 
have been concerned about the distortions and irresponsibility 
of the European press. But when American citizens, and 
especially a member of the bar, make statements like those 
attributed to Lane, the behavior of the press is less sur- 
prising. 


There ought to be some way for the bar to discipline 
people like Lane, as he is certainly bringing serious discredit 
to the legal processes of his country.
